6,000 NEW JOBS 

TO COME FROM 
AIRPORT PLAN

PROPOSALS have been approved 
for a new business park near 
Southend Airport to generate 6,000 
jobs. 

A government inspeetor gave the 
green light to plans from Southend 
and Roehford Couneils, whieh 
will also bring a further 1,000 jobs 
direetly related to the airport, this 
week. 

The Inspeetor approved the pro¬ 
posals after examining a list of 
modifieations put forward by the 
two authorities in response to feed- 
baek from stakeholders. Now work 
eould start on eonstruetion in 2016. 

The plan ineludes polieies for 
developing the airport and new 
business spaee, together with envi¬ 
ronmental enhaneements, transport 
improvements and regeneration 
proposals. 

Now that the inspeetor has given 


the go-ahead to the plan - known 
formally as the London Southend 
Airport and Environs Joint Area 
Aetion Plan (JAAP) - both eoun- 
eils ean now put it forward for for¬ 
mal adoption. 

Earlier this month, Southend 
Couneil announeed it had seleeted 
Henry Boot Developments as its 
preferred joint development part¬ 
ner. 

The authorities are now working 
with Henry Boot to devise a master 
plan for the area, hoping to submit 
an outline planning applieation in 
the spring. 

Ron Woodley, leader of Southend 
Couneil, said: “Our proposals with 
Roehford are a onee-in-a-genera- 
tion opportunity to boost both 
eeonomies by attraeting investment 
and ereating mueh-needed jobs. We 
are pleased that the inspeetor has 
given this approval so we ean press 
ahead with our plans. 

“This is a golden opportunity for 


the borough, and we will also be 
working to ensure our polieies 
refleet the skills required and give 
our young people opportunity to 
fill these new jobs that will be 
ereated.” 

Keith Hudson, Deputy Leader of 
Roehford Couneil and joint ehair- 
man of the JAAP eommittee, said: 
“It’s taken many years to get to this 
point, and now the inspeetor has 
found our plans to be sound, sub- 
jeet to formal adoption by both 
eouneils, we ean now begin to get 
the wheels in motion. 

“These proposals should ereate at 
least 7,000 jobs for the loeal eeon- 
omy and have already been instru¬ 
mental in seeuring funding for 
improvements to the A127 through 
the South East Loeal Enterprise 
Partnership (SLEEP). 

“I hope we ean now move for¬ 
ward quiekly and see the eeonomie 
growth that is mueh needed and 
will benefit our soeiety.”

Appeal to unknown victims of paedophile 


POLICE believe a serial paeophile 
may have abused ehildren in eare 
homes aeross Essex and London. 

The Metropolitan Poliee's ehild 
abuse unit has appealed for vietims 
to eome forward and report attaeks 
by John Cowan, 72, of Littleboume 
in Lewisham. 

Cowan - known by the niekname 
'Joek' - was jailed for eight years last 
week over historie ehild sex abuse. 

He eommitted the offenees while 
working at an Ealing ehildren's 
home, but lived in Chelmsford at the 
time of the attaeks. 

Poliee said he had worked in eare 
homes around the eountry, ineluding 
Essex, and it was 'highly likely' that 
there were more vietims yet to report 
their abuse. 

Jurors eonvieted Cowan after hear¬ 
ing he had 24 prior eonvietions for 
ehild sex abuse. 

In 1994 he was jailed for 12-and-a- 
half years over 16 ehild sex abuse 
eharges and ordered to sign the Sex 
Offenders Register for life. 

He worked as a house father at the 


Ealing home for two years between 
1971 and 1973, while living in Essex. 

His offending there eame to light in 
January 2013, when a woman 
attended Shepherds Bush poliee sta¬ 
tion to report having been sexually 
assaulted when she was seven or 
eight years old. 

She told poliee Cowan had abused 
her in the attie at the ehildren's home. 

A poliee probe uneovered five 
more vietims. 

Cowan abused five girls aged 
between five and ten, and one boy, 
who was six years old. 

A Metropolitan Poliee spokesman 
said: “The male vietim deseribed 
how on more than one oeeasion 
Cowan had taken him from his bed, 
saying the boy needed the toilet. 
Onee inside the bathroom, Cowan 
sexually assaulted him.” 

Cowan was arrested in July 2013. 
He was jailed last Thursday at 
Harrow Crown Court for ten eounts 
of historie indeeent assault and one 
eount of gross indeeeney. 

Investigating offieer DC Cathy 


Hewitson, from the Met's Child 
Abuse Investigation Team in 
Northwood, said: “Cowan took 
advantage of his senior position at 
the home to abuse a number of vul¬ 
nerable ehildren, the majority of 
whom had already suffered 
heartaehe and trauma in their short 
lives and should have been in a trust¬ 
ed environment. I praise the eourage 
of the vietims in eoming forward and 
reliving this very diffieult period in 
their lives, foreed to give evidenee in 
open eourt by Cowan's refusal to 
admit his erimes. 

“Cowan worked in a number of 
ehildren's homes in Essex, London 
and Seotland from the 1970s 
onwards. It is highly likely there are 
other vietims out there who perhaps 
have felt too seared to eome forward 
before or thought there was little 
point given the passage of time. This 
eonvietion proves it is not too late to 
bring Cowan to justiee and I would 
ask anyone with information to eon- 
taet us in eonfidenee.”

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Former library to 
be business hub 


WORK has started on a major project 
to transform the second and third 
floors of Southend's former library 
into a business incubation hub. 

Southend Council has appointed 
local contractor A.W Hardy & Co to 
carry out the work, which includes 
building an initial nine flexible incu¬ 
bation units, at least 34 hot desks and 
shared meeting and conference 
space. 

Contractors are hoping to get all of 
the construction work completed 
before next spring. 

The £651,325 for the project is 
coming from a grant the council 
successfully secured from central 
Government's City Deal Fund last 


year. 

Executive councillor for enterprise 
tourism and economic regeneration, 
Graham Longley, said the town had 
an encouragingly high business start 
up rate. 

Mr Longley said: “The new incuba¬ 
tion hub will provide flexible space at 
reasonable rates for these fledgling 
businesses, and will nurture them 
with the right environment and sup¬ 
port to give them every chance of 
becoming the major employers of 
tomorrow. 

“Furthermore, as they grow, these 
businesses may wish to move into the 
new commercial space we have 
planned at the Airport Business Park 


as part of our Joint Area Action Plan 
with Rochford District Council. 

“Southend has an amazing entre¬ 
preneurial spirit, enviable connec¬ 
tions to our capital and a growing 
number of European destinations via 
our international airport. 

“It's a great place to work, live and 
play and we will not be shy on selling 
this unique proposition to attract 
entrepreneurs, both home grown and 
from further afield, with the courage 
and vision to become part of our 
town's unfolding renaissance.’This is 
the second phase of work to redevel¬ 
op the former library. 

The first phase involved involved

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THE Three Degrees, who feature in the 
Guinness World Reoords as the longest-run¬ 
ning female vooal group in history, will be 
appearing at Broadway Theatre, Barking, in 
February, as part of a 20-date UK tour. 

The tour, whioh kicks-off in Weston-super- 
Mare in January, sees The Three Degrees 
oelebrating 50 years in the business, and 
treats audienoes to suoh olassios as Gee 
Baby (I’m Sorry), Maybe, I Do Take You, 
TSOP (The Sound of Philadelphia), When 
Will I See You Again, Take Good Care of 
Yourself and Woman In Love. 


Celebrating this milestone are original 
1960s members Helen Soott and Valerie 
Holiday, as well as Freddi Pool, who joined 
the group in 2011, following Cynthia 
Garrison's departure due to ill health. 

Over the years the trio have beoome one 
of the most internationally popular and 
enduring soul groups in history. 

Formed in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in 
1963, The Three Degrees were brought 
together by veteran writer and produoer, 
Piohard Barrett, who produoed the band’s 
first hit Gee Baby, for Philadelphia-based 


reoord label. Swan Peoords. With various 
changes in band personnel, Barrett began 
the process of moulding the trio into a 
regional favourite, training them extensively 
and booking them at record shops and tal¬ 
ent contests throughout the US. 

In 1970, they signed with the New York- 
based Roulette Records and had a top five 
hit with the remake of The Chantels' song 
Maybe, with Holiday on lead vocals and her 
unforgettable rap. During this time, the trio 
made a cameo appearance in the movie The 
French Connection. 


In 1972, the trio signed with Gamble and 
Huff’s acclaimed label Philadelphia International 
Records. They made an immediate splash with 
the disco hit Dirty 01' Man before joining with 
MFSB (the Philadelphia International house 
band) to record the Soul Train theme tune, 
TSOP (The Sound of Philadelphia), which 
became a number one hit. 

The following year, they would record their 
signature song, the sophisticated ballad. 
When Will I See You Again, the group's 
biggest international hit.

ST VINCENT (12A, 102 mins) 


A MODERN-DAY 

Scrooge is moved by 
the plight of a young 
boy in Theodore Melfi's 
touching and frequently 
uproarious comedy. 

There are neither jingling 
bells nor ghostly visitations 
in St Vincent - the only spir¬ 
its are swigged from a bot¬ 
tle - but Dickens' underlying 
theme of the redemption of 
the human spirit rings true in 
this valentine to Bill Murray. 

The Oscar-nominated star 
of Ghostbusters, 

Groundhog Day and Lost In 
Translation is in riotous form 
in Melfi's delightful film, 
deploying split-second 
comic timing to devastating 
effect as he reveals a beat¬ 
ing heart of gold beneath 
the shambolic appearance 
of his penny-pinching cur¬ 
mudgeon. 

His irascible old coot might 
gamble, smoke and drink to 
excess, and seek physical 
pleasure in the company of a 
heavily pregnant Russian 
prostitute, but we fall head 
over heels for Murray's virtu¬ 
oso portrayal and it's a love 
affair that endures the film's 
occasional lull or sloppy char¬ 
acterisation. 

Newcomer Jaeden 


Lieberher is magnificent as 
the spirited tyke, whose 
innocence and unwavering 
faith provide a beacon of 
hope for the self-destructive 
codger to stumble back into 
the land of the living. 

Writer-director Melfi wrings 
us dry of laughter and tears 
in the process. 

Vincent (Murray) lives in a 
ramshackle house in 
Brooklyn with a pet cat and 
dreams of the past. 

He owes a small fortune to 
bookie Zucko (Terrence 
Howard), who is reluctantly 
threatening to smash 
Vincent's kneecaps unless 
fortunes change. 

Lady Luck smiles on the 
sexagenarian loner when 
struggling single mother 
Maggie (Melissa McCarthy) 
and her son Oliver (Lieberher) 
move in next door and 
Vincent exploits Maggie to 
become the lad's babysitter. 

"He's sort of cool, in a 
grouchy sort of way," Oliver 
assures his mother about 
his new guardian. 

While Maggie works long 
hours to keep a roof over 
their head, Vincent intro¬ 
duces Oliver to horse rac¬ 
ing, his feisty Russian com- 
panion-for-money Daka 
(Naomi Watts) and an elder¬ 
ly woman with Alzheimer's 


called Sandy (Donna 
Mitchell), who he visits at an 
expensive nursing home. 

When Vincent's school¬ 
teacher brother Geraghty 
(Chris O'Dowd) asks his 
impressionable charges to 
deliver a verbal report on 
someone they consider a 
21st century saint, Oliver 
knows exactly who he 
wants to canonise. 

St Vincent is anchored by 
Murray's award-worthy per¬ 
formance, but the support¬ 
ing cast is equally impres¬ 
sive, often in underwritten 
roles. McCarthy abandons 
her usual schtick to embody a 
mother in crisis and Watts 
plies a thick cod-eastern 
European accent as the work¬ 
ing girl looking for a break. 

O'Dowd scene-steals with 
aplomb as a holy man with 
heavenly quips: "I'm a 
Catholic, which is the best 
religion because we have 
the most rules." 

Aided by a leading man in 
rude health, writer-director 
Melfi doesn't slather on the 
sentimentality too thick as 
he exposes glimmers of 
hope for each dysfunctional 
character and encourages 
them to walk towards the 
light comedy.

Releasing one album on 
Epic Records in 1976, two 
years later, they teamed up 
with Giorgio Moroder (of 
Donna Summer fame), on 
Ariola Records and a new 
string of hits helped the 
threesome to make some of 
their biggest strides with hits 
such as Giving Up, Giving 
In, The Runner, My Simple 
Heart, and the ballad 
Woman In Love. 

The trio were bigger than 
ever in the UK, with Prince 
Charles later proclaiming 
The Three Degrees were his 
favourite group and the 
British press fondly labelling 
them as "Charlie's Angels". 

The trio performed at 
many charity events hosted 
by several members of the 
royal family and in 1978 they 
were asked to perform at 
the 30th birthday celebration 
for Prince Charles at 
Buckingham Palace. In 
1981, they were invited 
guests at the wedding 
reception of Diana Spencer 
and Prince Charles. 

Ever since. The Three 


Degrees have constantly 
toured all over the world, 
occasionally recording but 
always working. 

Holiday said: “For us, it is 
still exciting and we still 
enjoy our work. 

"We are blessed with a 
wide age group 
appeal....from 15 to 65.” 

Scott goes on to add: “We 
have opened a lot of doors 
for other entertainers. In 
some cases, we may not 
have always succeeded but 
we have never given up. 

"It still amazes me when 
we see teenagers singing 
along with our songs. And 
yet we still have the fans 
who have grown with us.” 

The influence and popular¬ 
ity of The Three Degrees 
has played an important role 
in bringing soul music to the 
world and they continue to 
be considered around the 
globe as one of the most 
important ambassadors of 
American soul music, more 
than five decades after its 
birth and they show no 
signs of slowing down. 

Another artist who has 


stood the test of time is 
Barbara Dickson OBE, who 
is not only a multi-million 
selling recording artist, but 
also an Olivier Award-win¬ 
ning actress. 

Dickson, who emerged 
from the Scottish Folk Revival 
of the 1960s, has returned to 
her roots once again, after a 
musical odyssey of 40 years 
creating music, playing guitar 
and piano, acting and song¬ 
writing. 

Her Barbara Dickson in 
Concert tour kicks off in 
Watford in February, and will 
include one appearance at 
Towngate Theatre, Basildon, 
on Thursday, February 12.

W HETHER you like archeol¬ 
ogy or animals, ceramics 
or rock and roll, there's 
something for all the family to 
enjoy at Chelmsford Museum. 

What's more, a visit to the muse¬ 
um offers something extra as there 
is also the Essex Regiment 
Museum to explore at the venue, 
situated in award-winning 
Oaklands Park. 

Chelmsford Museum, which 
began life back in 1835 when it 
was established by the area's 
philosophical society and housed 
inside part of Chelmsford Prison, is 
now packed with artefacts and 
information on the fascinating story 
of Chelmsford, from as far back as 
the Ice Age. 

Its wide range of galleries cover 
everything from industry and local 
treasures, to domestic and com¬ 
munity life, and fossils found 
throughout the south east. 

A range of permanent exhibitions 
include The Story of Chelmsford 
which includes major archaeologi¬ 
cal monuments and sites in the 
district, and its Bright Sparks area 
which shows how modern indus¬ 
tries grew in Chelmsford - the 
home of the world's first wireless 
factory, the UK's first electrical 
engineers and the first British man¬ 


ufacturer of ball and roller bear¬ 


ings. 

Delve into the history of domestic 
and community life in Chelmsford 
with the help of a reconstructed 
Victorian kitchen, and information 
on the area's music and leisure 
scene, and gaze at fossils from 
locations across the south east as 
well as a collection of rocks and 
minerals in The Geology Room. 

If you are artistic, then take a 
look at ceramics from the 17th and 
18th centuries in their extensive 
display of pottery including pieces 
of Victorian Essex Art Pottery, 
which were made by Edward 
Bingham and his family at Castle 
Hedingham in North Essex, and 
the Chelmsford Sissies - a con¬ 
temporary and decorative pot by 
Chelmsford-born Turner Prize win¬ 
ner Grayson Perry. What's more 
there are also 400 pieces in The 
Tunstill Collection of Glasses left to 
the museum by Frederick Tunstill in 
1957, and important collections of 
decorative and fine arts. 

Visit the Bee Room with a work¬ 
ing hive, take a look at different 


kinds of British birds as well as 
mammals and vertebrates in the 
Natural Sciences exhibition, and 
marvel at the maginificent oak 
panelled interior of Oaklands 
House, which was one of the 
largest and most imposing hous¬ 
es in Chelmsford when it was 
built in 1866, and has housed the 
museum since 1930. The 
Victorian house, built by coal and 
timber merchant Frederick Wells, 
may now be smaller than it was 
when it was first built, as the ser¬ 
vant's quarters were demolished 
between 1920 and 1930, the 
museum and the Essex Regiment 
Museum, now have extra space 
thanks to a purpose-built exten¬ 
sion. 

The Essex Regiment Museum 
looks at the traditions, stories, bat¬ 
tles and daily lives of its soldiers 
and follows their fortunes during 
major conflicts including both 
World Wars and the Korean War, 
as well as displaying its trophies 
including the famous Salamanca 
Eagle - a Napoleonic standard 
captured from the French in 1812.

It also houses a section on the 
Essex Yeomanry from its founding 
in 1794 as a volunteer cavalry 
formed by prominent landowners. 

Alongside all this, Chelmsford 
Museum also offers a variety of 
events and activities taking place 
throughout the year, and up-and- 
coming events include a Christmas 
Crafts drop-in session on 
Saturday, December 20, from 2 to 
4pm, where you can make special 
cards and decorations. Last entry 
to the event, which costs £5 for 
one adult and one child, and £3 


for an additional child, is at 
3.15pm and you can drop in or 
book in advance by calling 01245 
605700. 

It also hosts different exhibitions 
throughout the year and current 
exhibitions include an exhibition of 
original work by the Writtle Art 
Group, which runs up until January 
11,2015, which will be followed 
by an exhibition by The Hive Artist 
Studios, Chelmsford, from January 
24 to March 22, 2015.

Q. A lot of agents these days seem to be 
using guide prices, or price ranges, or 
“offers in excess of” in their marketing. 

What are the advantages, if any? 

A. The notion that there is a one-size-fits-all 
approach to property pricing is something of a 
fallacy. Much depends on the state of the market, 
the type of property and other factors - and it is part of the individual estate agent’s 
skill to judge those factors and advise accordingly. 

For example, you usually find the “guide price” approach - or its close relative, the 
“offers in the region of” idea - being employed at the upper end of the market. That’s 
where you tend to find the one-offs, the very individual properties, which are 
notoriously difficult to value in the usual way because of the lack of realistic 
comparables. It’s a lot more difficult to judge market demand for a unique property in 
a unique setting, than it is for a nice bog-standard 3-bed semi - so, in such cases, 
agents understandably have to hedge their bets. 

Conversely, in the more mainstream sectors of the market, neither of the above 
approaches are very popular, since they can simply give the impression that the agent 
doesn’t know what he’s doing! 

As for “offers in excess,” some agents claim that in certain markets this approach can 
help generate higher levels of interest. One of its key advantages, so the argument 
goes, is that it tends to attract genuinely committed buyers - people who may already 
have found a buyer for their own property, for instance, and who are now looking at 
the market very seriously. 

Personally, however. I’m not convinced. In my experience, this approach can be very 
off-putting - 1) because it clearly suggests that prospective buyers are likely to find 
themselves in a Dutch auction, and 2) because it just looks like greed. 

Then there is price banding - and here too, I personally think this is a bit pointless. 
After all, human nature being what it is, why bother advertising a property at 
“£350,000-2400,000,” when no-one wants to pay more than the lower price! 

No, when all’s said and done, my own feeling is that it’s almost always better to go to 
market with a clear asking price. Then you know where you stand - and so do 
potential purchasers. The trick, of course, is to get that asking price right - and that’s 
where a good agent comes in!

Landlord Question 

WHAT ABOUT THE TENANCY DEPOSIT? 

Think Property Answer 

It is quite common for a deposit of an amount equivalent to 
between four to six weeks rent to be required to be held durins the 
tenancy asainst the satisfactory performance by the tenant of all the 
various oblisations under the tenancy agreement - but mainly, those 
relating to the cleanliness and condition of the property. 

The relevant clauses in the tenancy agreement should set out who is 
to hold the deposit (e.g. agent or landlord), whether interest is to be 
paid or not, what the deposit can be allocated for and the end of 
tenancy procedures and timescales for its refund. 

The best way for a tenancy deposit (bond) to be held during the 
tenancy is by the ARLA member agent as "stakeholder" between the 
parties (landlord and tenant). This means that at the end of the 
tenancy the agent should get the agreement of both sides before 
making any deductions for damage, cleaning etc. 

Ideally, the ARLA agent will be signed up to the Tenancy Deposit 
Scheme (TDS) which means that in the event of an unresolved 
dispute or stalemate over the allocation of the deposit, it can be 
referred to the scheme for a prompt, independent, third party 
adjudication - so providing a resolution which is fair to both landlord 
and tenant.

Electric charge lights 
up a green milestone

THE Renault-Nissan Alliance 
has celebrated a clean, 
green milestone with the 
sale of its 200,000th electric 
vehicle and has a leading 58 
per cent market share for 
zero-emission cars. 

In fact together, Renault 
and Nissan EVs have driven 
approximately four billion 
zero-emission kilometers - 
enough to circle the earth 
100,000 times. 

These figures represent 
200 million litres of fuel 
saved, which is enough to fill 
about 80 Olympic-sized 
swimming pools, as well as 
a saving of 450 million kg of 
002 emissions. 

The alliance actually sold 
its landmark EV earlier this 
month, four years after the 
launch of the world’s first 
mass-market electric vehi¬ 
cle, the Nissan Leaf, which 
remains the best-selling 
electric vehicle. 

From January through the 
first week of November so 
tar this year, the alliance has 
sold 66,500 units—an 
increase of about 20 per 
cent from the same period 
last year. 

And around two out of 
every three EVs sold world¬ 
wide, including Renault’s 


two-seater urban commuter 
vehicle and the Nissan e- 
NV200 van, are from the 
alliance. 

To capture what the first 
200,000 consumers love 
about their electric vehicles, 
Renault-Nissan is launching a 
series of videos featuring EV 
owners on three continents. 

“I Made the Switch” tells 
why people bought their 
electric vehicles and how 
switching to a zero-emission 
vehicle has changed their 
lives. 

The first video features 
Chris Beers, a software 
engineer from 
Massachusetts, USA, an 


American who powers his 
Nissan LEAF with clean 
solar energy. 

In the US, the alliance’s 
biggest electric vehicle mar¬ 
ket, there are more than 750 
quick chargers in operation, 
though Nissan is working 
with its dealers and charging 
partners to increase that 
number to 1,100 by mid- 
2015. 

This year Nissan also 
launched its No Charge to 
Charge programme, which 
provides free access to 
selected charging stations 
tor two years with the pur¬ 
chase or lease of a new Leaf 
model.

Southend United 2 
Northampton Town 0 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from Roots Hall Stadium 

SOUTHEND United manager Phil 
Brown hailed his side’s patienee after 
a seeond-half penalty from Barry 
Corr eoupled with a late David Wor- 
rall strike saw off Northampton Town 
at Roots Hall. 

Blues went into the game off the 
baek of three straight League Two 
vietories and bolstered by the addi¬ 
tion of midfielder John-Joe O’Toole, 
who arrived on loan from Northamp¬ 
ton two days before. However, some 
seetions of the Roots Hall erowd 
remained seeptieal, believing 
Brown’s men had struggled against 
weak opposition during the reeent tri¬ 
umphs, and that the Cobblers would 
provide a mueh sterner test. 

It was elear that Southend needed to 
produee a deeent performanee, as 
well as the right result, to eonvinee 
the doubters that they are genuine 
promotion eandidates. 

Chris Wilder’s Northampton arrived 
in south east Essex with only one win 
from their last five outings, and lan¬ 
guishing in the bottom half of the 
table. 

Brown made two ehanges from the 
team that won at Tranmere seven days 
ago. O’Toole was drafted in for his 
debut, unusually against his parent 
elub, while striker Myles Weston 
returned to the starting line-up in 
plaee of Kevan Hurst who was ill. 

And it was the Blues newest reeruit 
O’Toole who almost opened the seor- 
ing. Cobblers keeper Jordan Areher 
parrying away his half-volley, while 
Jaek Payne should have done better, 
guiding his follow-up off target. 

Luke Prosser was next to try his 
luek, Areher was relieved to see his 
awkward attempt land on the roof of 
the net. 

Barry Corr sent an effort just over 
after the industrious Payne had fash¬ 
ioned the ehanee, but even at an early 
stage of the game, exehanges were 
beeoming disjointed with neither side 
able to produee any flueney. 

The insipid nature of the game eon- 
tinued, mueh to the erowds’ frustra¬ 
tion. Worrall’s low eentre eluded a 
eluteh of potential takers as Blues 
eontinued to display the greater 
threat. Nevertheless, onee again, a 
laek of quality in the final third was 
hindering Southend’s progress. 

Just before the break Northampton 
passed up a glorious opportunity 
when the unmarked Ollie Banks 
arrived at the far post only to fire hor¬ 
ribly high into the South Stand from 
elose range. While at the other end, 
Miehael Timlin’s vieious free-kiek 
was fisted away by Areher. 

The half-time euppa did very little 


to stimulate this doeile affair. Kelvin 
Langmead headed Darren Carter’s 
flag kiek just wide as the Cobblers 
were first to threaten. 

Blues skipper John White had the 
Roots Hall faithful on their feet 
and Areher serambling aeross his 
goal, but his long range strike whis¬ 
tled into the side netting. At the other 
end. Cobblers leading marksman 
Mare Riehards sent a dead ball effort 
from just outside the box frustrating- 
ly wayward. 

Then eame the moment whieh 
sparked the game into life. Areher 
uneharaeteristieally spilled Weston’s 
deep eross, and in a desperate bid to 
retrieve the situation, the strieken 
keeper only sueeeeded in flooring 
Blues striker Corr. Referee Keith 
Stroud had no hesitation in pointing 
to the spot and giving the keeper his 
marehing orders. 

Corr thumped the resulting penalty 
high past substitute keeper Matt 
Duke, mueh to the relief of the home 
fans. The game had finally roused, 
and the Blues should have doubled 
their advantage almost immediately 
when Worrall was denied by Duke, 
this after Weston had played him in. 

Duke was then ealled upon to turn 
away Weston’s eurling effort as 
Southend looked to kill the game off. 

But with little more than 10 minutes 
to go Blues did double their money. 
Weston played in the lively Worrall and 
the former Bury man slotted 
eoolly past Duke for his fourth goal of 
the season. 

Carter’s late free-kiek summed up 
the visitors afternoon, troubling the 
seoreboard itself more so than the 
eontroller operating it. 

Blues finished the mateh mueh 
brighter, and fully deserved their vie- 
tory.
